He was only fifty-three, young In 
the light of a long and brilliant 
natlocwl career.

PREM FIRE 

Faulty Buildings Raise Haz¬ 
ard, Figures by Dominion 
Commissioner Show 


Canadians lost property worth 
t333.4<3A3t by fire in the decade 
from 1837 to 1936. or susUtned a 
per caplte lorn of 134 88 . 

Lost year, according to the Do¬ 
minion Fire Commissioner, the total 
property loss was $315M.484. which, 
whlls tt was the lowest tn any of 
the ten years. stUl amounted to 
$ 1 J 6 for every man. wiunan and 
child In tha Dominion. 

The commissioner, tn potnUng out 
that Canada had 4^.644 fires In 
1836. attributes the greater portion 
of them to the careleaanrat of 
smokers. 'The dropped match or the 
burning cigarette or cigar stub was 
responsible for 11.787 fires that cost 
83.773J34. 

DEFECTIVE BVILDING 
The next four categorlea have to 
do with defective buildings or ap¬ 
paratus contained in them, 'ntey 
are desrrlbad as: Stoves, furnaces, 
boilers and pipes, 4.738 fires: prop¬ 
erty loBs. 13.767.208: defective chim¬ 
neys and flues. 4.363; property kjas. 
$2363.078:'electrical wiring and sp- 
pllances. 3301: property loss. tl.3ts.- 
763: sparks from ehimneya on roofs. 
3.118: property loss. 8837.671. This 
Is a total of 15 330 fires Involving a 
property lorn of 87353.731. In addi¬ 
tion. there were 342 fires, coattni 
8167.133. caiued by lightning strik¬ 
ing buildings wh^ were minus 
lightning rods. 

A considerable amount of building 
improvement could be done with 
advantage in many Canadian homes. 
Of recent months such Improvo- 
ment has been made poaalble under 
the terms of the Home Improve¬ 
ment Plan. In many cases where 
a eitlam lacks ready money, he can 
obtain it by seeing his banker, under 
the conditions of the "H IP.” 

8 EE A C'ONTBACTOR 
It Is suggested that a contractor 
be called for an estimate, and when 
the esUmate is procured.

John Loudon Rainier, a great- 
nephew of Admiral Peter Rainier, 
who gave hto name to the hlgheR 
roountsUn peak in the Pacific 
NorthweR. passed sway at New 
Milton. Hants. EngUnd, \ October 
I. according to word received by 
his : 3 toter. Mrs. J. Wilson, Van¬ 
couver. 


While vtolUng Vancouver laUnd 
reUtlvea In August. 1835. the Ule 
Mr. Rainier *joumeyed to the 
mountain named by hto dto- 
tingulahed nameaaka. He was an 
inveterate travetor. and contributor 
of both proae and poetry to newt- 
papers in many parts of the worlB. 

He was bom at 8 t. Helena, where 
hto father, Lieut. John Rainier. 
RN., Was serving with the British 
Navy at ths time of Napoleon’s 
imprUonment. Lieut. Rainier sub¬ 
sequently retired from active serv¬ 
ice when he kwt a foot through 
frostbite. eauMd by swimming the 
Sbe Riter with dispatches 
KEPT NO DIARY 
During his laR vtolt to Vlctorls. 
Mr Rainier recalled that Admiral 
Rainier was a fighter of the old 
school. He was not Interested in 


literary matters, and kept no diary 
of hto explotu. He visited Canada 
a number of times, and spent sev¬ 
eral months in British Columbia. 

While living in Btralts BetUe- 
nienta in 1883, Mr Rainier met at 
nlnety-four-year-otd realdimt wtiej 
had personally known Admiral’ 
Rainier. He waa provided with 
some Interesting Rdellghto of the 
sdihiral’a carver. 

At the, stoge of Alexandria In 
18M. Mr. Rainier was attacked and 
badly beaten by natives when ha 
endeavored to warn the crew of a 
British cruiser not to land. For hto 
service « was awarded the Khe¬ 
dive’s Bronae Star of the Order of 
the Medjedleh of Egypt, and a sum 
of money. During hto travels he 
found-time to Ash In many stranga 
placea and take an active interest 
In other forms of sport.

VALVE OP ADHESIVE TAPE FOR 
LOWER BACK PAIN 

For a number ot years part of my 
work was to fix up the Injuries sus* 
tatosd by eoUsge football, hockey, 
soccer. I^oxlng and other athletes. 
Prom thk experlsnce I leamsd the 
value of adhesive tape In "sacking’* 
athletes together and getting them 
Into the game again. It srould ap¬ 
pear that the strength of the ad¬ 
hesive tape or plaster, adequately 
and property applied, is equal to that 
of the actual ligamenu and tendons 
of the body. 

The great value of sdhesive tape 
in supporting s weak or injured 
lower back was brought home to me 
St the orthopedic department of the 
Massachusetts General Hospital, 
some years ago Every morning a 
number of patients srlth a history of 
hsvUig lifted s heavy plank, stone, 
box or other object, or who had 
made a misstep, were strapped wtth 
several strips of two-inch adhesive 
tape from a point about an inch 
below the hip prominence on one 
side to the same point on the other 
side. The strapping came right 
serosa the Joint holding the last 
bene of the spinal column to the 
hip bone. At the end of five to 
seven days the adhesive strap was 
removed and s snug brace or belt 
was applied. ThU belt was worn 
for weeks and in some cases for 
months. * 

Tbe symptoms due to a strain 
of this Joint—eacro^tiac—is well 
deecrlbed by Dr ErAlI Rauiier in 
Medical Review of Reviews.** 

"It may surt with a feeling of 
Urednem. relieved by rest, but with 
a feeling of stiffness on artslng 
after reel," he writes. ”It may oc¬ 
cur as a pain in lower back followed 
a little later—hours or days—by a 
pain extending down the leg fot^ 
Towing the distribution of the 
branches of the large sciatic nerve 
'Sciatica).* 

The above description of the pain 
U interesting in that tt shews the 
difference between this pain due to 
injury, relieved when petelnt Is at 
reet. and the pain in the same 
region (following cho tetaOc mrvw 
end tta branches) due to tnlecUon 


from teeth. tonsUe. sinuses or other 
pans, where the pain is present 
even when the patient is at rest. 

Ifthe strapping relieves the 
when the phyMcian knows that it is 
a strain, not an InfecUoo. and when 
the adhesive strapptng is removed a 
well-fitting support is applied and 
tbs patient advised to wear this 
support for weeks or mentiw.

It stems incredlMe that Bast 


should have pasted over four hearts, 
only to double four spades. It would 
sppear to the casual observer that 
Best had a good double of four 
hearts and a highly quesUonabls 
four spads doublt. The fact re¬ 
mains that that Is what happened. 

West opened a low diamond ibst 
won with the ace and shifted to s 
low heart. Declarer ruffed and led 
to the quem of spadee. Obviously 
the contract would hav# been a lay- 
down had declarer merely ruffed a 
heart to re-enter his hand snd 
drawn the outstanding trumps in 
two leads.
